• Walker's body was in a laying pos- 
ture, his head bent over on his chfcrt,' 
pressed down by the weight of the 
heavy bed, top, which had fallen upon 
the nian.. ^ Mr. . Shannon together with 
othera' who .were ^hastily summoned 
raised the tnp."puahing .it back into Its 
proper position, hoping that they might 
still save its victim, but examlna- 
tjoji showed life to be extinct. A' phy- 
sician's investigation proved tho neck; 
to have been broken. ;" 
.Walker had been constructing a cot- 
tage for his nephew, M. M. Brett of 
OalcPark, with whom he lived: He 
had been sleeping In one of Shannon's 
cottages. From the fact that the man 
was fully clothed, it is thought thathe 
had laid down for a' nap, when the col- 
lapse came. 

Coroner John L. Taylor conducted an 
inquest Monday morning, and the body 
was shipped to Forest Park on Wednes- 
day morning.

To State's Attorney Dady and Chief 
of Police McGuire of Lake Forest Orpet ' 
when taken Into custody in Madison, 
Wis., told the'detailed story of tiie two 
hours he spent with Miss Lambert in 
the woods before she died.- A. steno- 
graphic report of this narrative is in 
Mr, Dady'e possession. 

Orpet told 
a little of what happened as he and the 
girl waliced In earnest conversation 
from one side of the woods to the other 
and back again.

ACTS AS DISHWASHER 
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Moaatrlcht, Holland.— They toll you 
In thia town that thoy have almost for- 
gotten that there Is a war -Perhaps 
they have, for It has swept past them 
and nobody expects it to come hack. 
The potteries and breweries, which 
are the principal factors in the 
towns prosperity, are running full 
time and making money; busIneBS Is 
good enough to all appearances, and 
the wQlls are plastered with tl»o ad- 
vertisements of Innumerable moving 
picture houses where French war 
movies are listed side by side with 
detectlvo dramas nimcd In Los An- 
gelos. 

But Maastricht saw and heard 
enough of the war In those first few 
days. Little more than a mile to the 
west Is tho Belgian frontier; 20 miles 
on tho other side Is tho German fron- 
tier; 20 miles to the southwest Is 
Liege. The town lies almost at tho 
extremity of South Limburg— tho hot- 
tie-shaped southward projection of 
Holland that runs down for some 30 
miles before Joining to tho rest of 
tho country by a neck that at one 
point Is hardly two miles widp. And 
•while its poopio may have forgotten 
that there Is a war now, it will bo a 
Jong time before they forgot those first 
days of August, 1914. 

The Germans wero coming west 
through Belgium— everybody knew 
that iNobody felt sure that they 
might not find it more convenient to 
overrun South Limburg on the way; 
and the Dutch army, hastily mobilized 
the last day of July, was digging In 
along the frontier, while a few miles 
up tho Meuao, on that rango of hills 
which borders tho river at Llogo as It 
does at MaaatrIcht,General Loman and 
his Belgians were Bitting behind forta 
that everybody thought wero impreg. 
nable and waiting for the Germans. 

During those days while the people 
m Maastricht, as In Llogo, wero wait- 
ing to aoo whether the war was com- 
ing their way, there passed tJirough 
the town 5,000 German civilians ox- 
polled from their homes in Belgium at 
tho beginning of tho war, and already 
Dolglans who thought that Dutch ter- 
ritory would bo safer than their own 
•were beginning to move into tho town 
and district of Maastricht. 

Rumors That Germans Crossed. 
Limburg, of course, waa not Invaded 
A legend porslsta that some German 
troops did cross tho narrow neck of 
tho bottle, but nobody has ever found 
any proofs. From Aachen, whero tho 
advance troops had been hurriedly 
gathered together, General von Ec - 
mich's army started west toward th© 
Liego forts. At Vcrviers and else- 
whore they Bklrmlshed with tho Bel- 
gian outposts. Then they came to 
Vise, a vlilogo leas than four miles 
from tho Dutch frontier and little 
more than ton from Maastricht, 

Tho people of this town, who tell 
you that they hardly know now that 
thero la a war, could see tho smoke 
when Vise wao burned— burned so 
thoroughly that tho people who livo 
along tho border will toll you thero Is 
not a houso loft standing. That day 
thero poured across tho border a 
Bwarm of rofugeoa of a different sort, 
tho precursors of many others In the 
day that followed— whiit was loft of 
women and childreniof Vise, who had 
seen 200 of their men shot down In 
tho streets, and scores of others made 
prisoner and started on Uielr way to 
Germany. 

Moastrlcht heard the roar of tho 
battlo at Llogo, when tho Germans, 
trying to rush tho hills without ade- 
Qunto artillery support, wero driven 
back wtlh tho loss of 10.000 or 12,000 
men, according to local eatlmates, and 
when for two or three days an excited 
world thought that the terrible Ger- 
man army had boon stopped just over 
tho threshold. And then bne morn- 
Ing every window In the Dutch border 
city rattled with tho deep roar of a 
now kind of gun, firing at Lloge from 
Just south of tho frontier lino. The 
now howitzers had arrived, and the 
Mego forts were blown to pieces one 
by ono. 

10,000 Refugees In City. 
Ton thousand refugees wore In 
Maastricht before' Liege fell— io,000 
strangers in a town of loss than ^0- 
000. Moat of them Ijad money, and, 
as hotels and pensions were over- 
flowed, tho natives drovo a thriving 
buainoBB for a while taking in board- 
ers. i3ut eventually most of the Bel- 
gians moved on to nottcrdam. or Am- 
Bterdom, or Tho Hague, or Kngland, 
and those fow who remained, running 
out of money, went to work In the fac- 
tories that wore Just coming back to 
life and were absorbed In tho routine 
of tho town. They loft behind them 
fltorlea of Gorman atrocities that have 
nffcctod sentiment In Maastricht to a 
dogroo that may bo indicated by tho

Part of Memory Returns to Prof. Cecil 
Lavell, But He Wants Seclusion 
Until He Recovers Fac- 
ulties. 



New York.— Prof. Cecil Lavell, for- 
mer dean of Queen's college In Kings- 
ton, Ont., and a former professor of 
history In Columbia university In New 



experienco of a casual American vis- 
itor who, in all Innocence, asked for 
German fried potatoes,. and very near- 
ly had to defend himself from person- 
al violence at the hands of a squad 
of Infuriated waiters, who Insisted that 
Holland potatoes were the "only kind 
that could, would, or should be eaten, 
and that^thero "was something damn- 
ing about tho desire to have anything 
German. - ; 

For months after the capture of 
Liege passage across the frontier was 
a fairly easy matter. Then tho Dutch 
Government, which has prohibited the 
export of many articles and is much 
exercised" to prevent smuggling, began 
to tighten Its frontier guard, and tho 
Germans began a serlea of measures 
designed to keep the Belgians In Bel- 
gium, and everybody elae out. Today 
farmers and tradesmen living near tho 
frontier can get passes across It, if 
favorably known to the riuthorlties. 
But without dennlte and approved busi- 
ness no man, no matter who he may 
bo, is allowed to pass tho barriers. 

Take a taxicab with a trilingual 
driver armed with a pass permitting 
you to approach the frontier and drive 
out along the road northwest of 
Maastricht. Through the mists df tho 
wet, gray afternoon you can boo off 
to the left the hills along the Mouse, 
and presently, llttlo more than a mile 
out of tho city, you come tb a long, 
straight stretch of road Ijordored by 
tall trees which la blocked In tho dis- 
tance by a bank o\ earth straight 
across tho thoroughfare. Your cab 
halts at. the barrier, and from a shabby 
brick house at rno side of tho road' 
emerge a customs Inspector In muddy 
tweeds and half a dozen blue-clad sol- 
diers. Another soldier In an im- 
provised aontry box af straw thatch 
on a frame of saplings, la on guard 
across tho road, and boforo you aro ! 
two embankments, one starting at 
either side of tho roadway and both 
stretching more than half way across, 
with only room for a single vehicle to 
pass between them. 



there aro not many soldiers left in 
this part of Belgium, but those who 
aro left aro as buainesallko as the 
men In the trenches. 

sight hero at Smeermaes-the senti- 
nel, and one or two others a litUe dis- 
tance away, pacing along a high 
barbed wire fence. This fence la the 
Belgian frontier-tho first fence built 
along the border when the Germans 
began their policy of keeping the Bel- 
gians at home. When they found that 
despite constant patrolling .this bar- 
rier was Insufflclont they built a seo- 
ong barbed wiro fence all along the 
160 miles of frontier. 500 yarda be- 
hind he first one-closely woven wire 
thla time, high enough to make it dlffi- 
cult oven to throw letters over, and 
charged with electricity. That fence 
Is studded from Maastricht to tho sea 
with carcasses of dogs, rabbits, chick- 
ens and cows. 

And latterly the Germans have bo- 
gun tho construction of still another 
fence exactly like this one. but GOO 
yards farther back. Tho fencea are 
constantly patrolled, and at night 
there are searchlights. It la getting 
pretty hard to get Into or out of Bel- 
gium. 

Tho taxi turns back through the 
town and out ogain toward the south 
After passing another double barrier 
of earthen embankments and an In- 
Qulsltlve aontry just outside tho city 
imits you run along a road that fol- 
lows tho river perhaps 200 yards on 
tho right, down through tho cleft be- 
tween the double veld, a little vlllago 
where tho Dutch troops acting as the 
frontier guards against smuggling on 
tho much-traveled route are quartered 
and then on down tho road toward 
Viae. ^ 



after a nation-wide search 
which began In November,. 1913. Lsr 
veil admitted bla Identity and declared 
that he was a victim of amnesia. Ho 
was recognized through a photograph 
in a police publication. 

Lavell bad been working In hotels 
In Denver for more than a year, dur- 
ing which time, he says, ho had been 
experimenting with his mind to regain 
complete memory. At present, he 
says, ho haa recovered bis mental 
faculties, with the exception that ho 
does not remember of having been 
married. His wife, formerly a real- 
dent in Toronto, Ont., haa Joined her 
huaband in Denver. 

Wishes to Remain in Seclusion. 

Professor Lavell claims he suffered 
an attack of amnesia on November 24, 
1913, while In Columbus, O. On that 
day be found himself on a train en 
route for Detroit, where he learned 
from a newspaper man he waa re- 
ported drowned in Hamilton, Ont. At 
Detroit he bought an outfit of clothing 
and planned to walk to the Pacific 
coast, but gavo up because of the 
physical strain. After many experi- 
ences in tlie middle West ho located 
In Denver and accepted tho first Job 
ho could get. 

"My mind gradually revealed parts 
of jsy past," Professor Lavell has 
told the police. "Through fear that I 
might bo captured and placed In an 



Must Go No Farther.

Ruins of Vise In Distance. 
Tho ruins of Vise are down yonder 
beyond tho ralst-clad woods; and It 
Is hardly more than a quarter of an 
hour's run to Liege. But It Is the 
frontier; tho driver ahrugs his ehoul- 
dors: "Welter kann man nicht." And 
as you turn back you paas a lino of 
high covered carts filled with loaves 
of broad— bread made from American 
Hour, sent across the frontier by tho 
Belgian Uellof commlsalon. 

Until quite recently It waa almost 
as hard to got to Maastricht as to get 
Into Belgium. Tho Dutch garrlnon 
was a strong one, and tho traveler In 
South Limburg had to undergo hourly 
Inspection of passports and special 
permits. But ropeoted protests by 
Dutch business men had Its effect, and 
tho reduction of the garrison removed 
much of the military need for restric- 
tions; Bo that today travel In the

One of ihese outposts is Roermond, 
tho city Just above the neck .of the 
bottle that Is Soutli Limburg. To the 
north of Roormond the railroad 
crosses tho Mouse on a bridge which 
Is strongly guarded and mined, so that 
It can bo blown up without nn In- 
stant's delay whenever the word is 
given.

ExploBlvea Used In Excavatlno for 
New Bulldlnfl Weakened Founda- 
tions of Structure Used as Cafe 
—Many Injured May Die.

Delage Car Bursts Tire Going, at Ter- 
rfic Speed and Occupants Are 
Hurled Over Bank Forty Feet High 
—Victims Were in the Lead. 



AKron, O.. Slay 17.— At least a dozen 
jlersons were, killed and nearly a score 
injured on Monday night when the, old 
Beacon Journal building, occupied by 
the CryBtal restaurant, collapsed as a 
result of a blast ot dynamite. In an ad- 
joining excavation. More than fifty 
persons were In the cafe. 

Seven Identined and three unidcu- 
tlfled bodies have been recovered, and 
two persons now- missing are thougUt 
to be in the ruins. 

Battery ' B, Ohio National Guard 
field artillery, was called out to aid 
the pollco in restraining a crowd of 
more than 10,000 persons who packed 
tho streets at Main and Quarry, where 
the accident occurred. 

A tremendous, -roar echoing the 
screams of dying peonlo. brought 
thousands to the disaster kone. in tho 
heart of Akron's business, district. In- 
stantly tho entire city, rallying under 
tho shock, plunged to tho work of 

rescue. 

A great pile of -rulris, broken tlm- 

■ hers, twisted steel and tons of brick 

nnd mortar, buried the victims, who 

a moment before were dining in the 

' restaurant. 

Police and volunteer rescuers 
■worked frantically digging and chop- 
ping through the debris. 

Nineteen, many of them probably 
fatally Injured, were extricated and 
Bont to hospitals. Only two or ilroo 
of the others known to have boeu in 
tho restaurant succeeded in escaping 
beEoro the crash. ' 

George Zerrls, who, with his 
bfother, Augustus Zerrls, owned tho 
restaurant, escaped. 

Blasts of dynamite, set off in an ex- 
cavation for a new building directly 
north of the restaurant, unsettled the 
foundation. The restaurant was a one- 
story structure, with a two-story false 
front and the latter toppling back- 
ward, added a weight ot many tons to 
tiio falling roof. _. ^.^ 

A dynamite charge set off 50 feet 

Eway from the restaurant a few mln- 

. ntes before tho disaster, is believed 

to have been the direct cause. The 

structure fell like a house of cards. 

Mrs. W. C. Lawsoii escaped strange- 
ly from the table where she nnd her 
-hUBband and their eight-year-old 
daughter, Mary, were dining to- 
gether. 

Tho first body to be dug from the 
tangled heap of debris was that of 
little Mary Lawson. her daughter. 



RURAL CREDIT BILL WINS 

Similar Measure Already Through

New York. May 16.-Carl Llniberg, 
driving a Delage car. and ^•Tf""^^'* 
his mechanician, were killed in the 
running ot the 150-mllo Metropo Utan 
trophy automobile race at Sheopaheud 
Bav speedway on Saturday. 

The race was won by KdcUe Rlchen- 
backer of Indianapolis, in a Maxwell. 
He finished about 2U miles ahead of 
Jules de Vigne In a Delage. Ira \ a i. 
m a Hudson, was third. Rickenback- 
er*8 time was l:33:3t 

The accident that vost Llmborg and 
his mechanician their lives occurred 
on the nortli bank of the track when 
the racers were turning the fourteenth 

^"^Thc front tire ot Umberg's car 
burst, and the machine struck the rail 
at the top of the wooden bank, um- 
berg nnd Pallotti were hurled over the 
bank and landed 40 feet below. Pal- 
lotti was killed Instantly, his skull be- 
ing crushed. Uraberg, also with his 
skull crushed, died In tho ambulance 
on tho way to the bospital. The car, 
badly wrecked, tumbled down the 
track and caught Are. 

Llraberg was In tho lead when the 
accident occurred. From the start 
he hit up a clip of about 104 miles an 
hour and was closely followed by 
Darlo Rosta in a Peugeot. At the 
twentv-oighth mile Umberg saw Do 
VIgne in his Dclnge trying to creep 
up on him. He took a wide turn on 
the north bank and ran up within a 
foot of tho guard rail. Then his front 
tiro blow out nnd the steering wheel 
twisted in the driver's hands. 

The machine crashed Into the rail 
and tore it away. De Vigne. in order 
to avoid the wrecked car. had to turn 
auddonlv down the embankment. His 
machine turned around two or three 
times, but adjusted itself and contin- 
ued In the face. Llmbcrg's wife sat 
'in the grandstand and witnessed the 

accident. 

About S.'i.OOO people saw tho race, in 
which ten cars started. Ucsta was 
leading at lOG miles an hour when ho 
dropped out Ralph Mulford In his 
Peugeot, who also was picked as a 
likely winner, hod engine trouble at 
the sixteenth mile and dropped out. 

Llniberg went to the front at the 
start nnd hit up a terrific clip. Mul- 
ford was sticking close to the leader 
at the sixteenth mile.* when suddenly 
he pulled up at the pits; A broken 
piston put him out ot the race. 

LImberg was going at n terrific rate 
and had the lead well in hand, when 
he and his mechanician were hurled 
to their death on the twenty-eighth 

mile. 

Just before the fatal race Llmberg 
took third In tho Coney Island cup, a 
2u-mile race. Ho made a sensational 
finish, losing second by a car length.

Tho official statement spoke only of 
tho shooting ot Connolly and Mac- 
Dlarmad, but tho nnhouncomcnt that 
all the signers wore dead Indicates 
that Coannt was a third victim of 
the firing squad. Connolly was wound- 
cd in the fighting and after tho rebols 
surrender was taken to a hospital. Ab 
soon as he had recovered ho was court- 
martialed. 

The report of yesterday's executions 
caused great bitterness, as It was be- 
lieved that tho arrival of Premier As- 
qulth In Dublin would halt all kill- 
ings. Apparently tho shootings wore 
with his consonL os ho would bo tho 
ranking governmental ofilcer Imnicd - 
atoly upon his stopping onto Irish soil. 
Premier Asqulth arrived hero In tho 
raornlng to Investigate for himself 
conditions In Ireland following tho re- 
cent revoU. As a result of his visit 
It Is expected that martial law will 
soon bo ended and civil administration 
restored. 

The premier drove through several 
streets lined by wrecked buildings 
nnd also viewed tho damage done to 
the viceregal lodge. 

At a long conference with General 
Maxwell, commander of the military 
forces In Ireland, the premier received 
complete ofndal report on tho courso 
that tho rebellion had taken and tho 
present situation.

Washington, May 17.— The Glass 
rural credits bill providing for a fed- 
eral farm loan board and a system of 
12 land banks passed the house on 
Monday by a vote of 295 to 10.

A liardy gardGn Is tho garden for 
the busy woman. It wUl last for yeara 
and bo a delight to hor and. to her. 
neighbors with p. very llttlo care. 
Take a careful aurvcy of your re- 
,^ sources and make a study of your own 
Individual problem. "Cook taught" 
gardeners may bo all right up to a 
certain limit, hut one aoaaou's experi- 
ment along your own llnes'wlll givo 
you an Insight Into plant life that, 
aside from bolng a most fascinating 
study, will teach you more than 
years of reading. 

ThoBo who wish to plant roses and 
not bother with them more than to 
prune and fcrtlllzo annually and keep 
the ground mellow about tho plants 
'V3 ' sfioujd plant hybrid perpetual roses. 
Tho hybrid pcrpetuals are tho hardi- 
eel of roses and will stand more cold 
weather than any other species. 

Tho following arc desirable specl* 
mens: Anno do DIoabacU, bright car- 
mine ; Baroness Hothschild, an ex- 
quislto pink; La France, blooms all 
Bummer; Frau Karl Druachkl, snow 
white, has splendid buds qnd Immcnso 
flowers, four to flvo inches across, and 
ds delightfully fragrant; Qonoral Jac- 
queminot, a popular roso of brilliant 
red; Paul Noyron, lovely dark pink; 
Grues an Teplltz, a strong, vigorous 
grower, of richest crimson; klllarney, 
both pink and white, are hardy, and 
Mrs. John Lalng, a roso of delicious 
fragrance and of a rich satiny pink 
color. 

This list could bo extended Indellntto- 
• ly, but theso are all tried and truo va- 
rieties that will give you a world of 
bloom and be a picture worth looking 
at. 

A hardy border that Is a triumph of 
beauty and has been enjoyed for 
years contains hollyhocks, phlox, lark- 
spur, foxglove. Iris, columbines, pinks, 
and sunflowers. It la not bo expensive, 
llgures up about six cents per square 
foot, but arranged according to size 
and color makes a wonderful show- 
ing. 
Hardy roses require ordinarily good 
ardcn soil, well enriched with well- 
dotted manure. Tlioy must have an 
ppon, sunny position clear of tho roots 
pf all trees and shrubs. It is well to 
troparo tho bed a few days before 
lanting to allow for settling. Ever- 
looming roses should bo planted 18 
ches apart .and the hybrid perpetu- 
Is two feet apart, noses should be 
lanted with tho roots diverging and 



at least nine inches below the surface 
of tho ground, the soil made firm about 
them and then should be liberally .wa* 
tered. 

Hollyhocks succeed best In rich, 
well-drained soil, and should bo light- 
ly protected during the winter months 
with coarse straw or spruce boughs. 

Larkspur seed sown In the open 
ground early will produco fioworlng 
plants by the beginning of July, and 
will give a continuous succession of 
bloom from then until frost. It Is ox- 
cell ent for cutting and very orna- 
mental. It produces In a great vari- 
ety of forms and colors some of tho 
most beautiful flowers In cultlvat'.on. 
All varieties aro easily cultivated and 
adaptable to most conditions, but In 
a. soil deeply dug and well enriched 
with lino old manure, tholr blooms aro 
tho flncst. Sot from one and one hal( 
to two feet each way. 

Iris (Ileur-de-lls), tho national 
flower of Franco, Is another perfect- 
ly hardy plant. They grow In any or- 
dinary garden soil luxuriantly, and 
bloom In Juno. The German Irla 
should bo planted largely where cut- 
flowers aro In demand, as It certainly 
Is tho best of Its class. 

Perhaps tho most showy and gor- 
geous of tho Iris family Is the Japanese 
iris. Tho flowers are often ten Inches 
In diameter and bloom In July. Tlioro 
are many beautiful colors among botli 
Iris. Wliito faintly tinged with lav- 
ender, light bronze, yellow and' bright 
blue, royai purple, grayish white, and 
a pure white are among tho colors 
shown. 

Phlox, another plant on our list, can- 
not bo surpassed for brilliant color- 
ing and continuous bloom. Sow phlox 
out ot doors In hjky. In a situation 
well open to tho sun. They will flow* 
er In July and continue until late In 
tho fall. 

Old-fashioned clove pink, and Its 
more elegant relation, the carnation, 
flower so easily as on annual that it 
has attained a most popular position 
among garden plants. The beautiful 
flowers make an attractive display 
with their world of color, and are 
greatly to be desired as a tablo deco- 
ration and also as a border plant. 

Pinks grow easily from seed and 
come true to color. Sow out of doors 
when danger from frost la over. If 
the seed Is' sown early enough tho 
porennlols will bloom the first year. 

There are a great many other plants 
that aro hardy and desirable, this Is 
but a more beginning. Choose tho 
flowers you are fond of and the work 
will be more successful and more 
pleasant. But have a garden now, no 
matter how small.

Uncle Sam Now Selling His Superfluous Pelts 

SO MANY fiklns of predatory wild animals have been turned In by Its ofllclal 
hunters that the department of agriculture has Instituted a plan of eelllng 
tho pelts not required for sclcntinc purposes at public auction. As a result, a 
fur business which nets tidy sums for 
the federal treasury has been devel- 
oped as a side line. In the last four 
months 1,399 pelts |UBOful for manu- 
facture Into furs, muffs, or rugs have 
been sold In four sales for $2,552, the 
last sale, late In fllarch, yielding 
$1,155.55. ''' 

The skins disposed of Include the 
following: Coyote, bobcat, skunk, bad- 
ger, opossum, lynx, gray fox, kit fox, 
raccoon, civet cat and ring-tailed cat. 
All of these animals have been killed 

by employees of tho biological survey In Its various compalgns to rid different 
sections of tho country of animals which are hurtful to live stock, cultivated 
crops or timber. As each of the ofllclal hunters Is trained carefully In handling 
and preserving tho skins of animals, tho pelts reach the department In excel- 
lent shape. , i 

Tho bulk of tlio skins sold Imvc been coyote, or prairie wolf,, pelts resulting 
from the active camiialgns of extermination against this animal in the cattlo- 
ralslng. districts of tho West. Those In charge, of the sales report that tho 
coyote pelt Is growing In popularity as a fur, and as a result tho prices, offered 
for theso skins at the auctions have stondily been increasing. 

With tho Increase of tho campaign of extermination against, tho coyote a 
large number of coyote skins and other furs aro being received by tho depart- 
ment and will ho open for purchase at auction within a short time. Moreover, 
lho department reports, tho needs of museums and other sclentiHc Institutions 
for specimens have largely been satlsfled, so that practically all skins' received. 
at tho department are now put on sale. Notices of these fur sales are sent out 
about ten days prior to each sale. 





Elk From the Yellowstone in National Museum 

A FAMILY group of American oik or wapiti from the Yellowstone National 
park has been put on exhibition in the west wing of- the new building for 
tho TJnlted States National museum. The animals In this exhibit were espe- 
cially collected for tho Smithsonian, 
through tlie courtesy of the interior 
department, from ono of tho herds of 
elk under government protection. Tho 
group was prepared originally for tlio 
Panama-Paclllc exposition at San 
Francisco and was exhibited there In 
the Palace of Agriculture. 

This group shows a family of elk 
In the Yellowstone National park at 
the first sign of winter. Snow has 
fallen during the night while there was 
no wind, and lies heavily on tho plno 
houghs and branches. American elk or wapiti, scientifically termed Cervus 
canadensis, which once had a wide distribution !n North America, are now 
confined chiefly to the states of Wyoming, Montana and Idaho and tho 
provinces of Manitoba, Alberta and Saskatchewan, Canada. The largest herds 
occur in the Yellowstono region, numbering between 50,000 and 55,000, dis- 
tributed In two main herds. 

Congress recently has appropriated $50,000 for tho purchase of an elk 
refuge whore sufllcient bay can be raised each year for feeding the herds dur- 
ing tho winter. This refuge, comprising about 2.000 acres, Is located in Jack- 
son Hole, two miles north of tho town of Jackson. Wyo. 

Elk are polygamous and breed readily in captivity. The wild herds in 
Montana and Wyoming bring In largo returns to these states, In tho form of 
hunting licenses, guides' fees and money spent by tourists and sportsmen. 

During tho past few years'exporlments have been made In transferring 
small herds of elk from the Yellowstone park and Jackson Hole to other 
localities for tho purpose of restocking government and state reservations. 
About 1,300 elk have been so transferred to 13 different states. 

It Is estimated tliat thoro aro about 2,200 elk In captivity In about 125 
dllferent places In tho United States, tho total number, wild and In captivity, 
In this country being estimated at between 80,000 and 100,000. 
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Children Beautifying Capital by Garden Work 

MORE than 15,000 schoolchildren of Washington are occupied In beautifying 
Washington as a whole througU tho Interest they evince in their own homo 
gardens, according to a statement made by one In charge of the work of direct- 
ing tho efforts of tho youthful garden- 
ers. It was explained that the con- 
sumption of 170,000 packages of seeds 
by tlio youngsters has attracted largo 
numbers of now recruits this year. And 
every effort will ho strained, It Is said, 
to hold the Interest of all at present 
engaged In the work of making tho 
most of tho grout possibilities of Wash- 
ington as a "garden city." 

Tho work Is under tho general dl 
roctlbn of l^JIsB Susan B. Slpe. This 
work Is encouraged and supported by 
tho People's Gardens association of the District, of which Miss Slpe is secre- 
tary. This organization, working on tho theory that much can bo accompllahod 
toward beautifying Washington by Instilling a doslro for this end In tho rising 
generation, has lately concerned itself principally with promotlne this Interest 
omoue children. 




ANIliA is a city of beautiful 
homos and extremely pictur- 
esque surroundings, the col- 
orful Orient, blended with 
tho practical convenience of the Occi- 
dent, according to a writer In tho New 
York Sun. 

In the early days, from 1900 to 1903, 
there was great difficulty In finding 
suitable homes for civilians and quar- 
ters for officers of the army. At pres- 
ent in and about the city there are 
many attractive dwellings, rearranged 
Spanish houses and thoroughly up-to- 
date bungalows. Possibly one might 
criticize the Intimate way In which 
some of the pretty concrete bungalows 
aro huddled, two or three together, on 
a plot of land which. In Singapore or 
Colombo, would bo considered inade- 
quate for the grounds of ono home. 
Inside, however, the tiny house Is 
luminously fresh and clean. If you are 
an American, the condensed con- 
venience of It all may compensate to 
a degree for the restricted lawn. It Is 
the spirit of practicality moved 
straight over to tho Philippines from 
the United States, which builds two 
bouses where one should be. 
• Comparatively few Americans have 
built homes of their own. Mostly they 
have lived In tho old Spanish houses, 
Which are exceedingly commodloMs' 
and picturesque, but often rather 
primitive as regards sanltayy arrange- 
ments. They aro solidly' constructed 
to keep out th&»heat of the sun and 
also the typhoons. . 

The sliding windows with' their 
many small panes of opalescent oys-' 
tor shell can enclose the house com- 
pletely against ravaging wind and 
rain, Thoro Is Invariably a stone 
paved courtyard where, beforo tho 
days of automobiles, the carriages 
were kop^ The family occupied tlio 
upper story, while the servants'- quar- 
ters were on the ground floor. Theso 
wore nov,or more than two stories Jso- 
cause of possible earthquakes. As a 
rule, the stable was underneath, or 
near the kitchen, and tho horses were 
brought around from the back and 
harnessed to tho carriage In the front 
courtyard. 

The Iron barred windows of Spanish 
times are seen always In Iilanlla, even 
In the modern bungalows. They af- 
ford excellent protection against ma 
rauders, both animal and human. 
Typical High Class Dwelling. 
The inner entrance, paved with 
blocks of stone, leads by tho tiled 
steps and hallway on the ground floor. 
Beyond are the servants' quarters and 
kitchen. To the left before entering 
the dining room is the room of the 
No. 1 boy or major-domo, who super- 
intends tho household and must be al- 
ways on hand. In a typical dwelling 
of tho better class the comldor, or 
dining room, has a tiled floor, barred 
windows and furniture of the beauti- 
ful native bard wood, narra, which 
resembles mahogany. The table, 
which seats twelve persons, ia of one 
piece of narra. 

The walls of the stairway aro deco- 
rated with very old temple hangings 
and More scarfs. Intricately woven by 
hand and vividly colored. Frequently 
the stairway leads directly into the 
largo middle sala, which is a combina- 
tion of hall and drawing room. Walls 
and coiling are covered with cloth 
which Is painted or frescood. In the 
sala Illustrated tho frescoing Is in soft 
pink. 

Tho chairs, of woven sea grass and 
bamboo, are painted- white and uphol- 
stered In pink flowered chintz. Odd- 
shaped pieces of blackwood and narra 
furniture are nil about, and ancient 
and curious embroideries, prints and 
brasses adorn walls and tables. All 
the rooms are wonderfully ample and 
airy. Floors, doors, blinds and all 
woodwork flnlshlngs are of oxqulslto 
native timber. 

Tho largo black sala. In cool blue, 
opens on a veranda which faces the 
sea. Here ono has a superb view of 
outgoing and incoming ships In the 
natural harbor, guarded on either side 
by mountainous Marlvolos and Corro- 
gldof. Around the rooms, which are 
on the weather sldo of tho house, runs 
a galoria, or .small corridor, perhaps 
four feet wIdo.V In time of severest 
typhoons it can be -entirely enclosed 
BO as to shelter the roomie In case the 
Blldlqg windows are not sufficient pro- 
tection. 
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Natives and many Americans -sZeep 
on the Filipino beds. T^ey are^of nar- 
ra, four posted and of tell/ extravagant- 
ly and beautifully carved. The can- 
opy over the top holds the necessary 
mosquito curtain. There is a border 
of the wood about four inches wide 
and tho rest of the bed Is precisely 
like a cane seated chair. Over this 
the native spreads a straw 
"petate" and a sheet The Ami 
makes a concession to temperate 
zone comfort, by having a mattress to 
fit over the woven cone.- 

There are no cupboards in the Span- 
ish houses nor Indeed In the newer 
dwellings of American designing. Be- 
cause of the intense himildlty during 
tho rainy season buUtrln closets would 
not bo advisable. Wardrobes of na- 
tive camegon or narra wood and or- 
namented with dcillcate carving con- 
tain one's clothing*^ 

The Filipino, as a servant is gener- 
ally a success. Well and carefully 
trained ho is a joy. "Ho" it Invariably, 
Is, for only muchachos or hoys aro 
employed for household duties. In 
age ■ ho ..rliay range from sixteen to 
sixty, but -he Is 'always called "boy.*' 
^, Families who have lived In the Phll- 
'ipplnes for several years insist upon 
the. native costimae for their servants. 
The muchachos of the old time Eng- 
lish and Spanish families wore always 
the costume of their country. It con- 
sists of loose white duck or drill trous- 
ers and an upper garment of ■ white 
called a "camlsa China" like a laun- 
dered shirt with stiff bosom and 
turned down collar. It Is worn, how- 
ever, loosely outside of the trousers. 
Chinelas, soft heelless slippers, may 
complete the outfit, but. It Is the ac- 
cepted custom for the hoys, to go about 
the house barefooted. It lias been ob- 
served that If DluchachoB are allowed 
to dress In American fashion they aro 
apt to step over and beyond the Urn-" 

its of their calling.

Heat Is Not Distressing. 

Manila Is not so distressingly warm 
as Is sometimes supposed. . Although 
tropical in climate, the heat never 
reaches the fierce height of summers 
in Now York and Chicago. Thero Is 
a fresh breeze from the sea in the hot- 
test season, April, May and June. 
Even at that time Manila Is not as 
enervating or humldly hot as Singa- 
pore or Colombo. 

There has been much to correct in 
a sanitary and hygienic way. Nattu*al- 
ly In the fight for cleanliness, some 
of the picturesque bits of the medie- 
val town have been sacrificed. 

Still, even with Its modem hotels 
and clubs, trolleys and automobilos, 
at each turn one comes Into contact 
with some oriental bit of local color. 
At one moment you pass a marvelous 
old church full of quaintly delicate 
wood carvings, centuries old. Tho 
mosquellke dome of the archhl8hop'& 
palace gleams white through the palms- 
as ono strolls along tfre Malocon drive. 
Through the streets follow each other 
In a vivid, variegated flood of Irides- 
cent color, blue and purple clothed 
China folk, gayly klmonocd Japanese, 
turbaned Sikhs, American sailors and 
soldiers, white robed Jesuit priests 
and brown garbed Capuchin monks, 
and Filipino women In tho brilliant 
plaid skirts and rainbow huod cam< 
Isas of tholr native costume. 

Nowhere In the world Is there a 
promenade more distinctive and pl&» 
tureaquQ than the Lunota of Manila, 
Here at five In the afternoon Juvenllo 
Manila assembles with Its nurses and 
amahs, to romp on the velvety greens- 
ward and revel in tho fresh broozoa 
from tho bay. At six tho concert be- 
gins and the flood of carriages and 
automobiles revolves slowly around 
the Lunota. 

Night falls swiftly In tho tropics. 
At seven tho concert .comes to a fin- 
ish, and at the opening notes of "Tlie 
Star Spangled Banner" white uni- 
formed army officers descend from 
their carriages and stand at attention, 
and civilians, private soldiers and 
sailors, and the immonae and motley 
crowd of Filipinos listen respectfully, 
hat in hand, till tho last strains aro 
ended. Thou tho lamps on tho auto- 
mobiles and carriages flicker Into light 
like thousands of huge flroDIes and all, 
Manila hastens away In tho luminous 
dark blue beauty of tto bloasoiq, 
Bcontod tropic night to dine.
